this is the box, the screen, the keyboard, the mouse - all the things that make up the computer. 


these are the programmes that make the computer work. They can be anything from games 
to word processing to complex desk-top publishing programmes that enable you to create 


magazine pages with text and photographs. 


this is where the data and programmes are stored when they're not being directly worked on 


by the computer. It's the computer's filing cabinet, if you like. 


this is working memory used when programmes are running, as opposed to the hard drive, which 


is used to store data and programmes when they're not being directly worked on by the computer 


this term is used to describe a PC which can combine text, graphics, animation, sound and 
video. In practice this means you get a CD ROM drive (see below) and a sound card inside your 


PC box, with sockets in the back that allow you to plug speakers and joysticks into your PC. 


is similar to a normal hi-fi CD player, and in fact can play audio CDs if you want it to. 
However, its principal use is to enable you to install and run quickly, programmes which 


require the large amounts of storage space available on the Compact Disc format. 


this is the part of a computer that works everything out. Processor chips come in all shapes 
and sizes with some being more powerful than others. The more powerful they are the greater 


the information they can handle and the faster they can handle it.
